6. (a) The revised rates of special pay (hereinafter called “the 
revia^ rates”) shown against the posts in Schedule 11 shall apply to 
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all occupaulA^ of thoHo posts appointed or reapjiointed thereto mf ter the 
2lBt July 19i31, subject to the exceptions provmt? in rule 7. 1 

(h) A person who was appointed or reappointed ]||0 a post in i|cheduj|p 
II ou or before the 21st July 1931, and ha s — }>eriods V le^e 

or for periods of officiating or temporary service iiiunother imst^n.Ae 
same tinie-scale or in a higher post, held it cMiut^ko^y since ^h«. 
shall be entitled to draw, so lou^ us he htdds the specmi 

pay which would have lieeu attached to it, hud (lie lo jw cent, £t 
orders and these jireHeiit rules iH*ver bei^n issued; otherwise nei^all Amw 
the revised rates. 

7. The following persons who otherwise wouU he liable und# rule 
C to the revised rates, shall be excepted from h^ir applicationfto the 
(txteiit indicated : - I L 

(a) A person who was in (loverniiieiit service on the 21st Jul,^931 
and held on that date a lien or a suspended lien (»n a permanent Aost, 
appointed or reappointed to a post iueluded in Sidiedule II aftefVthe 
2l8t July 1931, shall, if the post is in the same line ot service vth 
the p/*rinanent post wiii<*h he held on the 21st July 1931, be entitler to 
draw, while holding the post, the sjieeial pay to which he would have 
been entitled had the lij per cent. (;ut orders been continueil in force, 
or the revised rate, whichever is greater. 

(/>) A person to whom suli-rule {a) does not apply, appointed or 
reappointed to a post included in Schedule 11 after the 21st July 1931

1937 is in the same line of service with the post on which he held a lien 
or a suspended lien on the liSUi FebruurjV 11)37, lie hIiuII be entitled to 
tlmw, while luibling Ibe poet, the special pay which he would have 
drawn had the l.'i per cent, cut orders been continued iu force and had 
he been subject to them, or the reviswl rate, whichever is greater. 

8. No udjustincnls of special pay sbull be allowed to any officer in 
respect of periods prior to tlie 1st March 1!)37.

KULES. 

CHAPTER I. 

PllELIMINAEY. 

1. 1'hese rules may be called the Indian Electricity Kules, 19*17. 

2. (1) Definilions . — In these rules, unless there is anything 
rejiuginiTii in the subject or context, — 

yx of /^i) “tlie Act** means the Indian EleiHricity Act, 1910; 

(h) **aiupero** means a unit of electric current, and is the electric 
current which, when passed through a solution of nitr|^te of 
silver in water, in aocordanco with the specification set out 
in Aiinexure I, demsits silver at the rate of 0 '001118 of a 
gramme per secona; 

the aforesaid unit is represented the current which is passing 
in and through the coils of wire forming part of the instru- 
ment marked "'€k>veniment of India Ampere Standard Veri- 
fied** when the suspended coil in its sighted position is exact- 
ly balanced by the force exerted by gravity in CiJcutta on 
tlie iridio-plutinum weight forming part of the said instru- 
meiit ; 


(c) “Annexure** means an Annexure to these rules; 

(d) ^'apparatus’* means electrical apparatus, and includes all appa- 

ratus, machines, and fittings in which conductors are used, 
or of which they form a part; 

(•) "bare** means not covered with insulating material; 
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(/) DittanB an electrical circuit formiii^t a system or branch 

of a system; 

Voucei^nc Rystein** means a system in which ii condiicior, call- 
e<1 JRe inner conductor* is insulated and in ahich (he circuit 
iinpletcd thitniffh one or more conductors, called (he outer 
tors, which are insulated fitmi one another and are 
d over the insulation of. and more or less eomfdetelv 
thf^ inner conductor; 

eortductor’* means on electirical conductor uii*ari^cd 1<» he tdee- 
trienlly connected to a system; 

o\ered with insulating material" moans adequately eov«u*c*d 
^ilh insulating inatonal of such quality and tliiekness that, 
there is no danger; 

ut-^)ut" means any appliance for auioiiiaiieully interrupting 
the trufismissiou of energy through any conductor when the 
current lises above a predetermined amount; • 

(/') 'Manger’* means danger to health or ciuiiger t4» life or limb from 
shock, bum, or othor injury to persons, or from fire oi explo- 
sion, attendant xninm the generation, transformation, distri- 
bution, or use of energy; 

(/) "dead** iiicaus at or alniut earth potential, and disiHiniiected 
from auy live system: 

J*iovided that apparatus separated from a live conductor by a 
sjmrk gup snail not be considered dead; 



(m) ^'distributing lu'otisee" means a licensee who obtains from 

another licensee or other. source a supply of energy in bulk ^ 
for distribution; 

(n) ‘Varthed" or "coiinwteil with earth" means connected with 

the general mass of earth in such trianrier as to ensure at all 
times an immediate discharge of energy without danger; 

(o) "earthing system** means an electrical systoiii in which all the 

conductors are earthed; 

ip) "clectriciair* meuiiH a person who is over 21 years «>f age and 
• is coiii]»eient for the purposes of the rule in which the term 
is used and who has l^.en appointed in writing hy the lessee, 
oaruer, agent or manager of any apparatus tcjr the purfmse 
of suiwrvising ii; 

(q) "Inspector" means an Electric Inspector appointecl under 
section 36; 

(f) “Inspector of Mines" means an Inspector uppoiniod under the (iVof 
Indian Mines Act, 1923; 

(jf) “live" means electricalty charged; 

(t) "metallic covering" means iron or steel urinouriug. with or with, 
out a lead or other metallic sheath as^ the conditions of the 
case may require, or an*iron or steel pipe surrounding one or 
more ronduetors; 

(v) “neutral conductor" means (hat conductor of a multi*wire sys^ 
tern, thf* pressure of which i»» normally iiitermcdifitc between 
the pressures of the other conductors* of the system ;

(v) *'iioii4ireuH<^e*’ iiieanB a pernon fc^nerating, supplying, tranBmit- 
ting or uHing f^nergy to whom any of the provisions of Part 
III of the Act apply; 

(ir) “ohm” means a unit of electric resistance, and V the resistance 
offered to an electric current hy a rM>lunin of k'ercury at the 
temperature of melting he 1^*4521 grammes m mass ff an 
uniform cro.ss-sectionnl area and of a length (/ 106*8 enti- 
metres; < \ 

the v'ifoiesaid unit is represented by the resi8tance^>eiW’ecn the 
terminals of the instrument marked “Government India 
Ohm Standard Verified” to the passage of an electric current 
when the coil of wire forming part of the nforesmd inslni- 
ment and connected to the aforesaid terminaU is i/ all parts 
at a temperature of 80®C. ; ^ 

“open sparking” means sparking which owing to the lack of ade-

(y) “owner”, “agent” or “manager” of a mine have the same 
[IV of meanings as are assigned to them in sections 8 (ff), 8 (o) and 

1923 .) respectively, of the Indian Mines Act, 1928; 

(r) “pressure ‘ means the diffcienco of elect! ic |)otential measured 
ill volts between any two conductors, or between any part 
id either eonductor and the earth as measured hy a suitable 
voltmeter, and is said to lie— 

(i) *1ou” where the normal pressure is not gj-eater than 250 volts 
and the pressure in no cinmnistances exceeds 268 volts; 

(//) “medium” where the normal pressure is greater than 250 
volts hut is not greater than 650 volts, and the pressure in 
no circumstances exceeds 683 volts; 

(ui) “high” where the normal pressure exceeds 650 volts or the 
pressure at any time exceeds 683 volts; 


(aa) “section” moans a section of the Act; r 

(hh) “switrdigcar” means switches, cut-outs or fuses, conductors, 
and other apparatus in connection therew'ith, used for the 
purjwse of controlling the current or pressure in any system 
or part of a system; 

(cr) “Hysteiu” means an electrical svatem in which all the conductors 
and apparatus are electrically connected to 'a common source 
of pressure; 

((f/t) “volt” moans a unit of elect ro-motivo force, end is the elec- 
tric pressure which, when steadily applii^ to a conductor 
whose resistance is one ohm, wdil produce a current of one 
nmpei*e; and 

(ee) “watt” metins a unit of power, and is the energy expended per 
second by an electric current of one ampere under an electri«! 
pressure of one volt. 
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Kxplanatwn. — With alteruutiug i^uneut. the proiluct of the iuatan* 
taueouE value of the ainpei'ei uuu the instuatnuoouE value of 
t||ji> voltE gives the iuslaiJtan4>ous value oi the power in watts, 
il the mean value, over a whole period, the power in 
utts.

CHAPTER II. 

INSI^ECTOltS. 

4. Quahfintttfm.i of I nspe^'ior» - No person shall hi» a]>pointed to he 
an Inspector unle^.s, — 

(n) he has had at least five yeais* prai'tical e\pf*rieiice in an eh*e- 
tiieal or meehanieul engineering workshop or ehMiiic power 
station; and 

(/i) after aequiring sueh experience, he has heen n»vularl> cngap*d 
^ for a period of at least five years in the practice of electrical 
engineering : 

Provided that the (lovernordieiieral in Counc il co the piovincial 
Ooveruinent, ns the case mav he, may appoint any peuson 
not so qualified, if in his ot its opinion such persem is 
otherwrise fully qualified to exercise the pow<*r» ami per- 
foim the futii'tions of an Inspector. 

5. Kntry aW /n$pechon, — (I) Any Insppctoi or anv offic-er appoint- 
ed to aasiat. on Inspector may enter, inspect ami examine any place, 

carriage or vessel in Vhich he has leason to helicve that there is anv 

appliance ot apparatus used in the generation. Itanstfijs^-ion, supply or 
uwi- of energy and may carry out tests ihereiii. 

(2) Every licennee, non-licensee, ci»nsiiiner and occupier shall afford 

at all time** all reasonable facilities to anv kucIi InsiuMtor of cdficcr 

to make such examinaHons and leasts as may he* msessary to Hsitisfy 
himself as to the due olecervance of the Act, the iicenc:c (if any) and 
those nilee.

(*)) Kvery licenHet^ and every non-licensee supplying energy with the 
previouH Manctioii of the provincial Oovernxnent under section shall, if 
mjuirccl so to do by uii Inspector, provide means for rar/iying out all 
tests prescribed ]»y or under the Act of the appliances or ap^raturi^used 
for the supply of energy by him. \ ^ 

(4) All Inspector may serve an order in the form set out iJ Annexi^e 
\ I f I, upon an,\ licetiMee, rion-licettsee, consumer or occupier, cfllliiig uk >n 
him to comply with any specified rule, and the person so seWei^nall 
thereupon compI\ with the order within the period named th^eTii, and 
shall report in u riling to the Inspector when the order is complied i^'itb : 


ProMcled that, if within that period an appeal is filed agaijpst the 
order, the appellate authority may suspend its operation pendmg the 
dei'isiori of the appeal. { 


fl. Tjimifatitm of nppeaU , — No appeal from anv decision of an 
Inspector shall Iw entertained unless it is preferred within three months 
of the date of the eommunication to the appellant of the decision. 


7. Aviouiit of ffvs, —(1) The fees set out in Annexure 11 shall be pay- 
able ill ri‘Hpect of the services therein mentioned, where the tests are 
carried (»ut by comparison with the Government of India Standards 
referred to in nile 2(1). 

(2) 'rhe Governor General in (\>uncil or the provineial (loverninent, as 
the case may be. may levy such fees for testing and inspection and 

( p'lierall.N for the servi(*es of Inspeetors as he or it may, from time to time, 
)y general or special order, direct; and may, if he or it thinks fit, remit 
any fet» or any portion thereof. 


, 8. /nridrnrp of fees. — Wliere an Inspector is called in to decide any 

diftVreiice or dispute, and where a fee for such service is recoverable, 
the Insjieetor shall deeide by whom such fee .shall be payable. 

9. Suhtntssloji of records . — ^An Inspector may require a licensee 
and a licensee may require an Inspector to submit to such Inspector 
or licensee for examination any reeords of tests made in connection with 
the licensee’s wmrks by the licensee or the Inspector ; and the licensee 
or Tnsyiector shall comply with such requisition. 

10. Ll^f of eonsmners. — An Inspector may require a licensee or 
non-licensee to submit to him a list of all persons supplied with^energy 
by him at a pressure exceeding low pressure and of the addresses at 
whicli such energy is supplied; and the licensee or non-licensee shall 
comply with such requisition. 


CHAPTER III. 

LICENCES. 

11. Applivnfions for licences . — (1) Eve^ application for a licenoa 
shall be signed bv, or on behalf of, the applicant and addressed to such 
oltieer as the provincial Oovernnient nay designate in this behalf, and 
i^ shall be accompanied by — 

six copies, in print, of the draft licence as proposed by tha 
applicant, with the name and address cd applicant and 
of his agent (if any) printed on the outeide of draft; 
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iopieH» signed by the apnlicani, of a map of the pro- 
area of supply which shall he so marked or coloured 
o define any portion ot such area which is under the 
inistration of any local authority and shall he on a 
e — 

ot lesf^than six inches to a mile, or 

no such map is available, of not less than that of the 
largest scale ordnance map available, or 

such as may he approved h} the provincial (ioveriiment; 

I list of any local authorities invested with the administration 
of any portion of the area of supply ; 

(d) an approximate statement descrihtiig any lands which the 
applicant proposes to acquire for the purpose of the licence 
under the provisions of the Land AcMpiisition A<*t, 1S?M; 

{e) an appro\imn<e statement of the capital proposed to he e\- 
peiide<i in contie<dioii with the undertaking; 

(/) if the applicant is a company which is registered under any of 
the eiiacimeiitN relating to companies for the time being in 
force ill Hritish India, or in an> other part of llis Majesty’s 
Dominions, or is incorporated by an Act of Parlinnient or of 
the tiovenior (leneral in C^mncil or hy Hoyal Charter or 
liCiters Patent, a copy of the Meinorandnm aii<l Articles t)f 
Association; and 

(fj) a treasury receipt for a fee of five hundred rupees paid into a 
(roverniiient treasury in the province concerned, ntiless such 
fee is remitted, wholly or in part, hy general or special 
order of the provincial tioveriiinent. 


(2) If the application for a licence is rejecieii oi it a li<*eiire is 
revoked under suh-section (•?) of section 4 as to the whole or any purl 
of the area of suuply, the provincial (jovernment may at its diM-rc- 
cion refund, wholly or in part, the fee referred to in clause (tj) of 
^sub-rule (J). 

12. Cf^pies of JN^ip and draft licvsnre for puhitr I napvf t um. The 
applicant shall deposit at his owm office and at that of his agents fif 
any) and at the office of every local authority invc.sled witli (he adminis- 
tration of any portion of the proposed arcc of supply - 

{a) a copy of the map referred to in clause (h) of suh-rule (I) of 
rule Ih for public inspection; and 

(d) a sufficient number of copies of the draft licence to he furnish- 
ed to all persons applying for thiuri at a ])rit'e not exceed- 
ing one rupee per copy. 

13. Contenti of draft licence . draft licence shall contain 
the following particulars, namely: — 

(fl) a short title descriptive of the proposed undertaking, together 
with the address and description of the applicant, or, in the 
case of a firm, the names of all4he individual members of 
the firm; 

(b) a statement of the boundaries of the proposed area of supply; 
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(c) if the generating station is situated, or is to be situated, out» 
side the area of supply or if any intervelong a^a, not 
ineduded in the area of supply, is to be cross^ a list of the 
streets not included in the area of supply almg or across 
which (deetric supply-lines are to be laid do« or pl/ced; 

{(1) itie proposed conditions of supply, including t1^ iij^>mum 
prices, the nature and amount of the supply (if^ ^d) and 
the like; 

(r) a list of the streets (if any) which are repairable neither by 

(iovcriiincnt nor by a local authority and of thej/railways ^ 
and tramways (if any) the soil or pavement of f hich the 
applicant seeks powers to open or break up, and l! »^name8 
of the persons by which such streets are repairable, or who 
« are for the time being entitled to work such railway or 

tramway; 

(f) th(‘ proposed periods after which the right to purchase is to 
take efl'ect; 

iff) a slatemnit of any special terms of purchase or orders pro- 
jiosed to be made under section lU; and 

{h) any projjoscd inodilication of the Schedule to the Act to be 
made under clause (/) of sub-section (2) of section 3. 


H. Form of draft licence , — The form of draft licence contained 
^ in Annexure 111 may, with such variation as the circumstances of eacli 
cMse nH|uire, be used for the purposes of rule 11, and, if used, shall 
he suflicient. 

Jo. Advertt'svmeni of application and contents thereof, — (1; The 
applicant shall, within fourteen days from the submission of tlie appiica- 
tioii under rule 11, publish notice of his application by public adver- 
li-iemeut, and such advertisement shall consist of — 

(a) the draft licence, 

(/;) the addresses of the offices at which, under rule 12. copies of^ 
Die map therein referred to may be inspected auu copies of 
the diaft licence obtained. * 


(2) Tlie adveitisemcnt shall be headed by a short title correspond- 
ing with that at (he head of the draft licence, and shall state that every 
local authority, coiniiany or person, desirous of making any represen- 
tation with refcieiice to the application to the provincial Government, 
ma\ do so by letter addressed to s\ich officer as the provincial Govern- 
mciit may designate in this behalf, within three months of the date of 
issiit' of the newspaper containing the first advertisement. 

(3) The advertisement sholl be Inserted by the applicant in at least 
til ret' successive issues of such newspaper as the provincial Govern- 
ment, having regaid to its circulation among persons likely to be 
Miti^rested, may direct, and, in the absence of any such direction, in 
at least three successive issues of any newspaper published within the 
pioposed area of supply, or if there is no suck newspaper, of any news- 
paper published within the province.

21. Deposit of map, — When a licence ha.s been grantiMl, a map 
showing, as regards such licence, the particulars specified in cluuse 
(/;) of Hub-nild (1) of rule 11 shall be signed, and dated to corTi*^poiid 
with the date of the notification of the grant of the liccuic.e, hv such 
officer as the proviiiaial (Government iiin> designate in this behalf ami 
retained h\ him as the deposited map. 

22. Deponit of printed copwr — When a licence has been giaiileci, 
the licensee shall, within thirty days, deposit printed copies of the 
licenc'c together with copies of the map lor puldic iii.siiectioii at his 
own otfice and at that of his agents (if any) and at the oflice of every 
local authority within the area of supniy and shall furnish printed 
copies of the licence to all persons applying for them at a price not 
exceeding one rupee per copy. 
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2•^. Application for written consent of Provincial Government in 
certain rases , — If a licensee (losireti the written caneent^f the ^pro- 
vincial (Jovernnient uiuler Kiib-Bectiou (J) of Beetion 12 to^nable him 
to optMi or break up the soil or pavement of any street whicAis repaif- 
able neither by Government nor by a local authority, or am' railway 
or truinwax, he hIihII apply for such consent in wrij^ing to Cch offi^r 
as the provincial (loveriiment may desit^nate in thil behalf]mixd|!M^i 
describe accurately the street, railway, or tramway which lie" seeks 
power to op(Mi oi break up and the names of the ]>erBoiis by whoiiusuch 
street is repairalde, or who are for the time being entitled twwork 
such railway or tramway, and the extent to which he proposes tl open 
or break up the same.

24. Anirndwcvt of licences. — (1) No alterations or amendments 
in thf* tenns and conditions of any licence shall be made under clause 
(h) flf sub-seclion (5) of section 4, until they have been published by 
the applicant and by the provincial (Tovernment ; and the provisions 
ol .sub-iulcs (2), (d) and (4) of rule lo shall apply to such publication 

(2) If anv such alteration or amendment as is referred to in sub- 
rule (I) is imule, it shall be notified by the provincial Government in 
the local official Gazette. 


CHAPTER IV. 

CONDITIONS OF SUPPLY BY LICENSEE. 

^ 20. Precautions af/ainst leakage before connection. — (1) A licensee 
shall not connect with his works the apparatus on the nremises of any 
applicant for a supply unless he is reasonably satisfied that the con- 
nection will not at the time of making the eonnection cause a leakage 
from that apparatus exceeding one five-thousandth part of the maxi- 
mum supply demanded on the applieant’s preinises. 

(2) If a licensee declines to make a eonnection in accordance w'ith 
sub-rule (I), be shall serve upon the applicant a notice stating his 
leasoii for so declining.

Three students are also eligible for admission from the Daftca Uni^irsity 
area and three from the Dac(» Intermediate Board. ^tudentO'’ from 
other provinces and from Indian States for whom plac'^J'ave been 
reserved are also eligible for admission to the college. 

Only students who intend to take the M. B. examinati^ of the 
Calcutta University are admitted to this class. 

(2) Military puftiU* clast . — Only European or Anglo>Indian students 
are admitted to this class (see separate prospectus for military pupils 
T'hose admission is regulated by the Director-General, Indian Medical 
Service).

The (.Vaitrachtig States agree to facilitate all steps 
in the procedure which require to bf3 taken in their own 
territories in aceordanco with the provisions of their law 
governing arbitral proccflure applicable to existing differences. 

3. Each Contracting State undertakes to ensure the 
execution by its authorities and in accordance with the 
provisions of its national laws of arbitral aw'ards made 
in its own territory under the preceding articles.

Report under eeotion 21 of the Indian Minee Act on the dimter at 
Poidih Colliery ufhioh ocourred on the 18th of D/^embf*^^ino. 

I. (hvnership and nuinagctm*nt of the colliery . — The Poidih 
CollifTy brlonf^K to the Denial Coal Company, Limited, wh >se Manag* 
ing Agenl.s are Messrs. Andrew Yule and Company. Thu and othiUf^ 
rollieries i>elongiiig to ilie (^oiiipany at the time of the aAddent were 
under the supei'vision of Mr. V. W. (L llindley, who wis appointed 
Acting Chief Mining Engineer on (he death of Mr. Cunningham w'ho 
was killed in a mining accident in July 19:)(i. Mr. Cunningham had 
iKUcceeded Mr. Wardlow in March 19:)(l. Mr. It. V. Uosser was Mr. 
Hindley’s Personal Assistant and made freijuont inspections of Poidih 
Colliery on behalf oi .Mr. (lindley, who as (Miief Mining Engineer of 
the Company had charge of 29 to :t9 collieries. The Manager of the 
mine was Mr. K. Doiilm. .Mr. .las Thomson, (’hief of the Sxirvey 
Depart ment, Messrs. Andrew Yule and {Company, also assisted Mr. 
Hindley hy inspecting this and <»tlier mines on his hehalf. 

Mr. K. H. Worthington, a Director of Messrs. Andrew Yule and 
Company, has assured us that the whole tH‘hni(‘al direction of the 
oollioiy was left to their ('hief Mining Fhigiiiepr, whose duties included 
the laying out of the workings and the c*ontrol of the mine through 
the Manager; and wdio, as Agent, w'as responsible lr»gether with the 
Manager to the Mines Department for the safety of the mine. 

We are siitisfied that the officers employed hy the (Company, from 
the Manager upwaids, w'ere all fully (qualified men. 

2, I)f\srrip(ion of the colUery.—VoiAili Colliery is situated about 
7 miles from Asansed and 2J miles from »Sitaranipur. It consists of 
workings in the Dishergarh seam. A plan of the mine, brought up to 
date hy the Chiei lns]iector of Mines, is atiached to this report. • 

There are two shafts, 740 and 754 feel deep. Coal was reached fn 
19?)1 and since then the mine has been worked continudiisly. The 
seam is ahoui 15 feet thick and the coal is of high quality. 

At the tune of the accident, extraction of pillars was going on in 
the places marked on the plan us the main west dip depillaring district 
and No. (> east dip depillaring district. In two other areas near the 
simft, depillaring had been done. One of those areas w^as sealed off 
hy stoppings. Tliei*e are two areas of disturbed gtound both adjoin- 
ing the shafts. The seam is traversed hy several dykes, most of which 
are in the neighbourhood of the shafts. • 

3. Description of the aendeni . — The evidence of Mr, Davies, 
Manager of the adjoining colliery- of Bejdih, fixes the time of the 
iM*cident with accuracy ns 10-62 standard. He heard the noise of the 
explosion from a disiniice of about \ of a mile, and about 4 seconds 
lifierwurds perceived a large cloud of black smoke and dust with white 
smoke in the middle come out of eacdi shaft simultaneously. He went 
straight to Poidih Colliery, and found, on arrival, that smoke was still 
eoming up from each shaft hut in lees quantity. Almut 2 nunutee 
after liis arrival, t.c., iiliout 12 minutes after the explosion, ventilation 
iM^gan to resume its normal course, t.c., down the downcast and up 
the upcast shaft. The latter shaft continued to emit smoke for some 
lime. 

A second eye-witness of thq explosion, Banku Bowri, surface tram- 
mer,, was shunting empty tubs at the top of No, 1 shaft, when he saw 
•itnoke coming from the pit and then heard an explosion. He jumped 
off the pit bank and escaped with Us life. There were four men 
Daiiku, at the time, namely, Fakir, the signalman, who was Idllad 


^Nolptinled, 
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^ lAe exploftioii, and threa trolley men, irho eac*aped. In addition to 
Fakir’s, a scK^oud lK>dy and parts" 4)f a third body were found on the 
surface, but they could not be identified. It seems prolmble that they 
were blown up the shaft by the explosnui. 

The state of the pit head just after the explosion has been dearly 
described by Mr. N. Hamielough, lns}>e<*tor of Mines, a member of 
the Coal hfinittj? Ouminittee. He and otlier members of the Com- 
mittee were ^etuniinK to Asaiisol from Sultore ('olli^ry, and passed 
by Poidih at 11-36 a.m. on the IHth l)ei*emlwr. Meeiitif^ nit excited 
crowd, they went at once to the colliery arriving five minutes later, 
Mr. Barraclough’s description, given lurhitun, is as follows: — 

1^1 f Downraat Shaft . — The west cage had been blown to the 

top wAJh^^adgiHiiit when* it was held. The n>|M^ was detached from 
its piun|F^d the overwinding hdl Iwixch, with the two heavy girders 
supporting them, hud In^en blown over the pulley wheels. Chi tlie east 
side, ttie pulley wheel hud lieen broken and the top girders bent. 
The ewe keus nnd the heavy girders supporting (hem had l^en dis- 
lodgei^ud (eft suspeiideil 3 ft*et alsive tlieir original position. The 
wall, <9feet in thickiiesN, which surioiijidcul the Hhafi fnmi ground level 
to the hanking level, had Ihmui blown down, otic block of iiiuHoiiry, 
weighing about a ton, having been shilled ulsml !?() fed from the shufi. 
Kmpty tubs on the banking level had hoeii Htuashed and some had A«H*n 
blown off the Imuking level. A steel corrugated shcei shelter o\ewthe 
banking level had been destroied. ruder the didiris on the south 
side of the sluift was the mutilated Imdy ot the huiiksiiian. 

i\o. 2 IJpcmt iS/wi/f.— The pit ti»p eovering had been hlow^ii into the 
headgear. The west cage whteli had been at the top of the shaft at 
the time of the accident was resitiig on the keps, hut the other cage 
which had been near the botioni of tin* shaft at the lime of the aecident 
had been blown up the shaft into the headgear, a distan(*e of over 
7CN) feet. The top of the shaft was blocked by a tangled mass of iron- 
work and ropes. The fan was standing, with the fan doors open. 

Alxiut 20 yards soiitb-eust of the shaft there was a l)od> so hadly 
smashed as to he beyond recognition. The bonnets of three safety liwiips 
which had probably been tliose used at the bottom of the shafts w^ere also 
found on tiie surface. 

There was black smoke and soot coming up the upcast shaft''. 

It is clear that the violence of the explosion within the iiiini* iiiust 
have been terrific, and its cxU*nt coiisidcruhlc, in order to cause such 
damage at the pit head. 

4. Me4Hfvrrs taken immediatrhf after the e,tplosifni. Mr. Burra- 
clough on his arrival at 11-40 a. in. UHsiiiiied charge of the situation in 
his official <*upacity us Inspeidor of Mines. He stuii word t(» the Chief 
Inspector of Mines, who was ut Dliarihad, and reouisitioned policemen 
to control the gathering crowd. He aske<i the head clerk to iiifoiiii him 
about the iiumm*r of persons undergroiiiHl, and learned that the iiiiinher 
was 151 persons, including the Manager. This number was siihse- 
quently found to Ih! incorreef. for reasons which will bt* explained later 
on. 

Mr. BarraeJough prociatded then, in consiiltution with several Mine 
Managers who had 'arrived at tlu* spot, to imike pre|furatiotis f<ir 
f]eH(!eiiding the downcast shaft. It was obvious that several himrs' 
work was neiVHsar> before even temporary aiTangemeiitH for desei^it 
could In* inmie. I)eH<*.ent of thi^ upcast hliafl was out ot the <jijeH(ioii 
owing to smoke and asphyxiating gases. It was realised by all present 
that there was very little possibility of any per>a»ii being left alive in 
the mine, but Mr. Kosser and Mr. Thiuissoii, who had arrived, pointed 
out that there was a Imttle-neck at the hotUnn of the .North Kast Dis- 
trict, and suggested that it was imssibhi^ for persons in that district 
to be still auve. The only thing that could be done to help such 
persons was to increase the quantity ot fresh air going into the iiiine. 
by re-startiiig tbe fap, aiul suspending brattice ehith round the head- 
gear ancLover the cross girdeis of No. 2 upcast shaft, in onler t4i form 
a tempffary airlock, so that air miglti l>e effectively exhaustf*il from 
tbe pit. 

The fan was started at I p.m. and by i-3tl ]).m. was doiiifc effei^iive 
work. Tbe bratticing was (*4»inp)etefl at 2 p.iii. Siniulianeously with 
this work, clearui|f of debris at No. I pit heail went on, and arrangt^* 
ments were taken in hand for the purposi* of bringing info use a sinking 
bucket for lowering an exploratory party into the mine. This work 
WM completed by 8-45 p«m. 
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In tin* iiM'uritiiiie, the Chief lnspe<*tor of Minen bad arrived (at 
1>4’) [I III.). Jle wuH intoriiUMl of the arruT)^0Tiieijt.H made, and approved 
of tiicrii. Mr. Hurrurlou^h stuted that he uiitiriputed that the explo*> 
sinii wmihl he tol lowed hy u fire, and had kept thiH danger clearly in 
view. It \ia.H realiHod by all present that exploratory w'ork would be 
ditfinilt and dangerous, hiit that the attempt would have to be matlei

It v\jis diM'ided to explore the east side liist, Mr. Harron was left 
at the hiiekot to give signals, 'riiere was a elear air current in the 
shatt hot loin. 'IMie part\ eh mix'd ovi'i* the debris in tbe shaft bottom 
and on to a row ot full fibs in the east side levtd. At tbe .side of the 
tub thcie was diifni teet in thii'kness. Evidence of great violenee was 
ioiiiid at the loid ol tin* f»ct of iuil tubs. A piece ol rock weighing 
about iSO lbs bud been earned along tbe le\el a t'oiisiderubb* distaii<*e 
anti bail kiiocketl a bole (liiougli the sits*! plate of the end tub. The 
lull tubs, ol whicli llu‘ic were twel\i‘. hutl not btx*n diu’ailetl. At the 
point (H) on the plan (Plan .No. Ij) tin* wall in the i r<»ss-t*ut liud fallen 
inlo^tlh* level.

(til the W(‘st side of tbe shaft bottom, empty and full tubs were found 
tight In pinked across tin* lull width of the roadway. Some of tlie tuba 
had been overtiii rn*il, o(hi*rs cantt*d at various anglt*s. ami one empty 
tub bad been lilted on to (In* top of o(|iei*.s and jammed againat the 
loot In the ri*oss-i’Ut galler\ (If) there w'ei’e four empty tubs, one 
being on the lop ol the others. Two bodies were found at the points 
\ X. ’riie liiiibH were broken, the hair appeareti to have bi*en siug^ 
and tin* skin on (In* palms of the hands and the soles of the feet was 
pi*elin^ oil, indicating biirning. The bodies were ’badly smashe<l and 
it IS probable that llu*> had been eurried a eousiilerable distance by 
the toirt* ot the explosion. At ((i) there was thick Nvhite smoke coining 
out ot (he rise gallery and drittiiig aen^ss the level for a depth of two 
Ol Ihivt* tei‘t troiu the nxif. Fresh air was passing along the level 
under the smoke as well as short cireiiiting down the dip gallery with 
the ,siiiok(* into the return airway. A test was made for inflammable 
gas at tills point and a full “enp” wras obtained indicating at least 4 to 

0 per rent, ot “iiiHaiiimable gas”, Mr. Harraidough assumed from this 
(hat tin* rise workings were full of influininuble gas combined with other 
ga,ses. The Elhief liispeetor of Mines considers, and we agree, that this 
as.su III pt 1401 was correc't. 

H> this time Mr. Durraelough Ipul a severe headache, and lA knees 
wen* shaking probably btnauae hehaii advanml further than t^othelw 
into the noxious gosi*s to make (he tests. Moreover, the party Wl been 
undcigiouiftl for mon‘ than the time allotted to them by the Chief 
Inspcetoi ol Mines, ii**., one hour. They therefore returned to the 
shaft tmttoin and re-ascemled .

Wheiwer the explosion originated, and however it was propagated, 
it 8<^eins probable, from its great \ioleiiee and from the way in which 
its force was directed fixmi Indh sidles towards No. 1 shaft, that it was 
not one explosTon only, Imt u series of separate explosions following 
one another in quick succession from one part of the mine to another. 
A gas exphfiiioii follow^ed by a eoal dust explosion may have been 
followed again by another gas explosion. 

l^^iir l^st in i^e of the goaves might raise a cloud of eo«il dust 
in tn(^|ijj|^iit 'galleries whi<‘h the ignition of infiattiinable gas w*ouId 
explode^^Theti tliis coal dust expitision might, by breaking down the 
stoppir^s of the walled off goaf, release and almost simultaneous] v 
explodA iiiflatninable gas which had accumulated Ixdiind those 
stoppinjL. 

Iti. iM'Aerc //le nuitti ovturrvfL -The main explosion 

which wrecked the mine pndiably iMciirred at some ilislaiice from the 
shafts. No flume wiis men (‘oining out of fhe pit at the time of the 
exphtsinii, and there W'as no evidtuiee of flame, in or in tlie vicimty 
of, the shafts after the explosion, which for<*ed itself W'ifh great violMcc* 
through both shafts. And from the obmevutions of the explorutor\ 
partie.s, it seems that the fori*e of the blast caiUf' tow'ards the d*»wncast 
shaft almost ecpially from lioth sides. Mr. Harraclougli has depomMi 
that tlie exploratory party found soot hut no signs of (*oking. If a 
coal dust t'Xptosioii is assumed, this fact points towards the same con* 
f'liisioti, namely, that the expli»sion pndmhly originated at some 
distance troiii tin* shaft fri#/e pages 1?) uiiil bulletin 1(57, H. S. A.

The mine is one in which iiiflaiiitiiHhle gas has hicii detected from 
time to time. In one plaee, us the evideiiee shows, gas w'lis given off 
e^mtinually in very hiiiuII quaiitities. ami it is possible that even 
smaller (juantities were elsewhere coming into the workings without 
being detected. Rut since the 27lh of May previous to the aceideiii, 
no infliinimahle gas had been reported as found in any of tlie workings. 

• Refore tbat date, gu.s hud Icon deteeted oeeasionally in working faces, 
and hod Iieeii dealt with in the uHiial w'ay by dilution wdth air from 
the ventilating current.^ Tii recent months gallery ilriving had reached 
the boundaries in praclh'wlly every part of tlie mine, and at the time 
of the accident only two galleries reniaiiierl to be driven thinugh the 
coal. It is iioshitde for isolated pockids of gas he einoiiiitered in 
the small galleries which arc* driven to split pillars Indore extraction, 
or even in the pillars themselves during extraetion. Rut i( is in 
gallery driving proper that gas is most frecpienfly tap|w»d, so the 
fiianageinetii had very little reason to exfuci to tap a flesh soiiree of 
gas in the coal seam. 

Irt. PosiSihiJitjf of gas tn (he goancs, Rnt, in addition to the 
danger of gas from this source, JIhere is the poKsihilify that gas riiay 
have lodged in wnne of the goaves created hv the extraction of coal 
pillars, and may have been siidd^mly expelho'l h\ a eaving-iii of the 
roof. Such goaves existed in the following four districts: — 

(1) Thv MfMiv West Dip fHstrtH,-^\\v\v coal extraction was going 
on at the time of the accident A goaf hiel been formed, ivivering an 
area of about 5(KI feet long between barrieis and UW t<» 250 feet in 
breadth from the extreme dip upwards. The nsif had fallen to a 
height of from 10 to JW feet atKive the seam, but the main roof had 
not romejdowii. The overmen and sirdars in the relays preceding tin* 
day rvlaimtt Iflth December state that the gimf was (luiet, that is, no 
further falls of roof were imminent. Inspections for gas, ti| the edge 
of and inside the goat, had been made by the Manager ami others 
from time to time,^ but no gas had been found. These tests were, 
however^ not cxmclusive. It was itnjiossihle to reach the extrema 
height m order to test for gas, and after the first roof foil it is 
possible tbat an accaiiiulatM)ii of inflammable gas remained undetected 
m the cavities and in Uie breaks or joints above. 
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i%) No. 5 Went Dip Dutri 4 Tt , — Thw is »ituatecl nearer the shafts 
than the first iiientionecl ^oaf. It is a siiialler excavation, its dimen* 
sions heiii^ *(50 feet lon^ and AO to lAO feet broad, from dip to rise. 
Jt also hud reached its dip barrier limit and was beini;^ brought 
backwards in the process of pillar extraction. On the 18th Deceml^r, 
and for some time previ<»iisly, coal extraction in this area had Ijeen 
ut a standstill owdrig to shoHage of riiincts, but the usual statutory 
ifispe(*t ions W'ere iMung nunh*. }i)ine local roof falls had already taken 
place but no further falls were consideretl t<» Is* imininoMt. As in the 
inairi west district, it is |N)ssible there was some accumulation 0 f gos 
ill the roof cavities. 

(8) Nn. /} Writ frosirut Drsfrirf . — This adjoins the last mentioned 
district and is H4*pamted from it f»n its \ve‘<t side by a Aial ba/ner 
70 feet (hick, containing one opening in a Inch a *masoni,(^‘ii^^"''daiii 
had b<»en built. The dimensions of this goaf were roughijr nOO feet 
s<|iiare, and on the rise side, for a length <»f about 200 feet, it adjoins 
the shaft pillar. IWilike the other d(*|dllaring districts, it ht^ lieeil 
w'orked out, arifl was isolated from the rest of the mine bw wven 
masiiury stf»ppiiigs of substantial construction, in acid it ion to tlw W’atei 
dam mentioned above. The height up to wdiicli the roof haA fallen 
was unknown. It is prcdmble that gas had lodged in the roof cavities 
here, 

V.'hc lab* Manageo*. on one occasion ut least, found inflamiimble 
gas outside these stoppings and reported the fact to Mr. llcjsser. The 
gas was dispensed by increasing the ventilating current outside the 
stoppings. 1*his discoverv indicates that there was probably some 
intlammable gas btdiiiid thc'se stojipings. Water was accumulating 
inside tbe goaf and had lisen to alK>ve the dam level. There was an 
oiithd pipe* in the dam which had been binnk-flanged. Thc» only escape 
foi air c»r gas com|)r(*ssed by tbe rise of the w^atcr would Ih' through 
or aiouiid the edges of Mic stoppings It docs not apf»ear that the 
wut<»i edge had ic*ach<‘d the site of the stoppings. 1’he east edge of 
the goaf was at a dvke wliieh eotitiiiued mros'i the shaft levels and 
to the* rise 

(*l) Vo. 6' Unit Ihp ///,v/ric7.— Ides to the east of the district just 
dcscrilHMl 'and is scparatcul froiri. it Iw a sedid barrier descrilied on the 
plans as ^'disturbed ground,*’ of an avcu’ngc* wddth of alsuit 2tMI feet, 
I'Ixtractioii had been started, as in the other districts, from the dip 
barrier, and a goaf had l)(*en formed about 4A() feet long and 2tM) feet 
broad from dip to rise. At one point, for n short distance of AO feet, 
tin* g*»af was within 00 feet of the* main return level of No. 2 pit. 
Owing to the simrtnge of lalmur, then» had Ikumi no actual cutting of 
jiillars ill this distried recently, but only a little roof coal cutting. 
The* roof was ie|M>rted cpiiet wdthiii the goaf, • 

This goaf IS traversed by severol small dykes. The disturlu'd 
ground on the* west, likc»wise, has dykes and a fault running thiough 
it Kroiii one of these dykes in the shaft main level the sound of gas 
escafu’iig in Miiall (|uantitr was alwavs to be heard. This goaf possibly 
contained some intlammable ga.s. No further falls of roof were 
e.xpc’cted, accoi<ling to the night shift officials. 

Iff. Possihflitif of r.rplo.iUm of qa^ tn the qotives, — The method of 
pillar-extraction followed in this mine, namely, w/irking from the dip 
boundaries tow'ards the rise, was c;uleulated to minimise accumulation 
td’ gas in thi» goayes. Such accumulation would tend to begin only 
after the first cavity was formed. T^e gas would then lie liable to 
<*xpuIsion by imif falls, and to heronie ignited after expulsion under 
certain circ umstances. Though all goaves w^re rejiorted as quiet and 
without any roof weighting, in the relay preceding tbe one during 
which till* cxplonioii occurred, the |iossil>ility of a roof fall cannot be 
iguon*d. 

2tt. Dossihility of qa» ejrplonw^i elsewhere than near the gofit^es , — 
Ucturniiig to the {lossibility of a gas explosion in the few remaining 
“wdiole** workings, that is, on the East Rise Gallerv IHstrict, we think 
this to lie extremely unlikely us the source of the disaster, although 
gas might be emitted from the dyke which forms the rise Ij^undary 
of this district. This dyke is 6 m of those w'hich were sus^tted of 
giving otf^lhc gas w'hich caused an explosion at the adjoining Aldih 
(’olliery in Noveiiiht*r l9vW. But in Poidih Colliery, no emission of 
gas from this dyke had Iwicn detected, although it had been torched 
by four galleries. Assuming that an nndetect^ quantity waa 
and exploded, it eould not have caused so serious a dimtar^ as Hbuh 
quantity must have been small and the district being Vary irst, M 
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propagation by cml*du8t would liavt^ been poAHiblo. Acoumulatioiia of 
lunammable gas in tbo old workings to the rise of Uu* shafts on both 
east and west sides were only remotely |)ossible. These workings ware 
regularly inspected and w^ere kept ventilated (hroughoiil. 

21. iSeneral vonvlusum retjimhhq luUhre of the t\rplosifm. — We 
agree with the opinion expressed by the (Miief iiiMjieetor t)f Mines that 
the disaisirous results of the explosion were due either to the ignition 
of a eonsiilenibleabody of a highly explosive mixture (»f ftre-dainp and 
air, or tw a (xunparativelv smaller iKidy of this mixture followed by 
an explosion propnguted l»y fine 4‘onl-duai. t)u no otlier assumptions 
can ao exphutf the extent and x’ioleiin^ of the explosion 

22 folh ofi the deptHanfiq dt^triris, — Now, if coiu- 
hustioi^^^^l^-dust [Aayed ti pail in the t^xphmion, it seems to us 
that the ^^roary ignition of infiainmahle gas probably took plaee in 
the iieighuourhood of on© of the four distriets where di^pillaring 
operatioiA were or had Wen in progress. Our n«asons for this opinion 
are, tirstll, that in these distriets an aeeumulatimi of inflammable gas 
to eaviM* tip initial explosion eould more easil\ oeeui\ tbrougli exiiulsion 
from the iP^avcB, than in the rise workings, \\li««tber old or in pi*ogress; 
and seeondly, that in the rise woikiiigs, it piaetieally imposHilde 
for a ('ouIhIusI explosion to be pixipagated, iis the distiiet is naturally 
wet tlirougliout . ^ 

^ 2d. ()f the four depilluring distriets, we eonsider lluil the Main 

West Dip depillariug area is the most, likelv seat of tlm disaster, if it 
was eaiiMMl by a eonifKirutixely Kinall exphmitm of gas, initiating a 
eoabdust explosion. 

The other depilluring distin ts aio all closer to the shafts, and wo 
have already given raisons foi considering that the main explosion 
took plaee at some distance from (he shafts. No. r» Wcht (^'ossmil 
District, iu particular, seems the im»si unlikely of all, as it is iiumily 
under water. 


24. t^oal-dnst rondftwns,- Regarding cmil-dust coiiditicms in the 
Main West Dip Distriid, Mr. tdiatfei jee, Junior Inspector of Miiiee^ 
has testified that during his inspcftions on the pievious 22fid August 
and 0th October he was fairly satinfied with eomlitions, and that be 
considered that the bye-laws in fone at Roidih weie being curried out 
as far as was pra<dicable at that time Fioni that \\t» may f'onclude 
that coiidilioiiH were imi favouiablc for a coabdust explosion; but, on 
the other hand, it is a fa«*i that it uan the intention <if llo* iiinnugi'nicrii, 
at the instunee of the Chief Tnspectiir of Mines, to take fuitlioi hieim, 

Jjy stoiie-dusting, to impro\e the underground eiimlitioris and londer 
them safft*!'. Prepaiwtions to lliis i^iid were alif*ady in band. We 
infer that as regards <'oal*dust the distiiid was reiiHonubly safe, but iioi 
absolutely so. If eual-diisi of the proper fiiienesH and dryness exisl«*fl 
in sufficient c]uaiititieH, there may have been a coal'diisl ignition hi re 
If this were arrestcJ by lark of Muflicient Muitiildc material to cairv the 
propagation ns far as the mine outlets, the absence of the major evidence 
of u coal-dust explosion, that is, looking of the coal-dust, and flame near 
or in the shafts, •would Ik» accounted for. 

25. Placet where a hiff explosion of nut iiki}/ have orrurrcil. I ii 
conHiderinfr the puwibilRy of an expluaifiti purely or at leanl inuiiily of 
firc>danip, we have to AHaunie that u relahvely" lur(re i|iianlj(.v of'^uH 
exiated and wan if^nited. and oar attj‘ntion ia /-ailed to (he ffoitieil and 
^finK areas (U) ond (4) (eiV/e lain^iupli IH alwve) esttMif iuHv Ho* 
latter. In contrast to the i;oave<« in the areua (1) and (2) thc^e ar<‘ 
travened by dykes and lie adjacent In what in descrilied an diNttirlmd 
(Cround, throutfh which other dyke*, and a fault run. One 
at least of these dykes continually exuded ^rut in hdiuII (|untititie!<. 

Mr. Thomson, while Manaffcr in June found (ras in the Kust 

Dip Diatrict, when the fan had been slopped for a h‘w hours owiiiK 
breakdown, and ascribed its presence to exudations from thiee dykes 
on the rise of the district. We think thercfoie that, in order to cditain 
as complet^ picture ae we can of the possible factors, we shoultl 
realise tha^hese areas may have acted as reservoirs or nsceptacles for 
gas, and that this gas may have been re1eoH4>d by breakdrtwn of the 
strata following extraction of pillars. In No. (j Kast Dip District 
any gas given off in ordinary quantities would have been carried into 
the main*retum airway and to the U]>oast shaft, but it is conceivable 
that larger quantities comirqif off at some pressure might ^d their way 
into the^ intakes ol the main n'M district, and might ^ carried along 
and igmted, nnder favourable conditions. 
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26. (rfis in the mine after the accidents — A feature of the diiMieter 
ih th<^ laiye volume of inflammable unexploded gas found in fAe mine 
by the tw<j exploring partieK wbioh desrended 12 and 24 hours after 
the explosion. The quantity runnot lie estimated, oh only at the edges, 
at or eoinparatively near to, the shafts, roiild tests be made. But it 
was clear that the (|uuntity hod increased lietween the fir^t and second 
descents, u safety lump test made by Mr. Barraidough sliowiug a 3 per 
cent, mixture in the full air current, the fan lunuing at the time. 
The rise workings, at least, W€*re iiill of inflammable gus, probably 
highly concentrated, and doubtless for some distance in the •direction 
of the dip there would lw» gas, ondmbly less concentrated. Dr. Penman 
has suggested that this uecutiniiation may have represented the ordinary 
“make” of the mine in 12 or 24 hours with little or no ven^ luting 
current passing into the workings, phis what fany hut^ be) 2 t^» ejected 
from the walled off goaf to the di]) of the shafts sub^^ f<»ni to the 
explosion In the ahseiiee of any exaet data, however, we think that 
there may have been siime other source of supply. If an abnormal 
discharge of gas caused the explosion, this disiduirge may Ije^ve eouti- 
nued and may even have increased, after the explosion. L 


27. XuinhPT of persons involved in the nocident, — ^I'he Chief 
Inspector has calculated the number of persons underground at the 
t^'nio of the a<rident as 208 including the Manager. The calculation 
V| pears to us to he correct. AH these perished. In addition, as already 
described, one more was killed at the pit head by the explosion, ho 
that the total casualties were 20f), (»f whom (iJl were w^omen. AH these 
w'omeri were helow grouml at the time of the accident. The numlwr 
of women ludow ground was therefore greatly in excess of the permis* 
sible percentage, viz., S per cent. The attendance register, however, 
showed as helow' ground only 144 men and (> w^omeii, exrduding the 
Matiager, whose name w'us not on the register. This discrepam*y was 
due to delilu^rate fnlsiti(*ation of the attendance registers by Ihi* attend- 
ance clerks under the instructions of the late Manager Mr. Dobbs. 
There was similar falsifleation <if the safety lamp issue it'gisters. For 
iristaiK'e, the entries in the lamp issue legister relating to the shift 
H^hich perished show' 15*1 lamps issued only. The enlliery employees 
who kept III) these registers have admitted that they falsified Hhe 
entries. Their plea is tnat they had to obey the Manager’s iiistnietions. 

28. The tnw innnher of casunliies hoie ascertained. Manager 
obviously bad to keep a true record of the persons entering the mine. 
But he wished to conceal from the Dovernmoui Tnspeetors the fact 
that he was employing women over the permissible percentage. Under 
his instiuetions, therefore, only a few women were entered in the 
attendauee registi^r. The naine.s of the others were noted in a rough** 
serai) book. To keep up the deception, it w’lis necessary also To falsify 
the lamp i^sue register, for the lump issue clerk has to lecord against 
the name of each person going down mine the number of the particular 
safety lump issued to him or her. In addition, therefore, to the 
ordiiiaiy hinip issue register, there was a separate scrap book kept, in 
which the names of the extra women and the numbers of the extra 
lain])s issued were noted. From the rough scrap Imoks kept by the 
attemlanee ami lamp issue clerks, together with the ’regular registers, 
it has been possible to aseertnin the names of all those persons who 
perished in the mine on the 18th Deeember. The i*eal stage of affairs 
as regards the numbers lielow ground was discovered by Mr. Cameron, 
Inspector of Mines, during enquiries made by him after the accident. 

29. /{esponsihility of the ^fanayer and his staff for the employmsest 

of ej-eess leoinen . — It is edear from the evidence that this fraudulent 
system, by which the presence of excess women Wlow ground was eon- 
conled, was the invention of Mr. Dobbs, and had not been practised bv 
previous Managers. At the same time, there are indications that it 
had been going on for several months. Precautions were also taken 
to conceal the women from the Inspector of Mines on the occasion of 
his visils Mr. N. C, Chatterjee, Junior Inspector of Mines, paid 
visits to I oidih ( ollierj' without previous notice on 22nd August 1936 
and (ith ( Vtober 1936. He has stated that in course of hRinspeciions 
on those dates he examined the attendance register and checked it with 
Hie safety lamp register, and found nothing irregular. He has alM 
deimseB that he took notice of the number of women to be seen below 
groinul and had to suspect that the permissible ntmhet wna 

bT The Chief Inspector bae stated that Mr. ^atteijea 

IS most metiriilous in his work, and careful and alert in maibm d 
detail, and that no blame attaches to him for fllaiffe to the 

fraud. We agree wiA this. In fact, ^e careful xnaaiphlamMuf tike 
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^lAtera indiraten that Hr. Dobbs kaew very wall that tba Oovarumeiii

By falsification of the atteiuliiuce register, the utteudnnee clerks 
Seems to have remlert^d ihemselves liable under refrnlatiou No. 149 and 
bye-law No. 9ft. The lamp issue clerks’ liability under the rep:ulaliou» 
is not so clear, as (hey dnl actuallv rceonl the iiuitiiHn* of the Hufety 
lamps issued to eat h peistui. and tlien^ is no firescribtMl foim for the 
leifistor to be kept by tlnuii ivide re{rul«tiow 12t> and bye-law 9ft). 

Th# labour contractor, Habit llam Kinkur Saikar, also must have 
ktmwn of the excess uomeii in the mine and prat tiially admits so in 
his exidence. but he disclaims liahility, and it is dillieiilt to Hx any 
siaitlorv liability on him.

W’as experiencing in fiinliiig suflicient lalnMir bi k«*cp raislnjj;^ «)l coal 
up to the re(juire<1 staiidai’il. The sliortiigi* of lalMiiu was abitoimal not 
only ill this, but in other <*o]Iienes. The Agent and lii^ Fei'^on.il 
Ashistiint had to keep on pressing the Manager to iiieieii e hi- out 
put. Hut th€*y did not, as they admit, pay particiilai a(t(*ntioii to (lie 
w'ay in which tin* Manager W'as tackling the difficult v aiisjit^^ liom the 
shortago of IuIniui, nor did they rpiestion liitii as to wiietiici he xxas 
teinpU*d to einplox iiii4*xeess of females in order to maintain a hutfii'ient 
output of coal. 'We consider it would have lao*!! better li the Agiuit 
and his IVis/mal Assi^-tant had interested themselves in this matter. 
Mr. Thomson, on behalf of the^Agent. paid Iw4i xisits t#» the miiM* 
between the middle of November and the <late <»f the aeeident, to empiirt* 
about despatching of <*oaI. He did not see the Manager on eithei 
oceasioTi or go undergioutid. Jt is cleui that Mi. I'hojiiMm hud mm h 
less opiMirtunity than (he Agent’s Peifsmal A'^^sintaiil, Mr. Ibiftsei*. to 
discover the piesence of excx«Sh women unde^groumi. Mr. Ilo'-ser visited 
the mine on an a\*erage once in three weeks, and went liebiw giouiid xxith 
the Manager on these oceasions, Ife did not notice any exfs»sh ot 
women Ijelow ground, and in our opinion, he was imt likely Ut do so 
unless he had paid particular attention to tliis mattej, 

31. J^ecatiiions tokeo afjninat amdrfilx-^renifhrtton. The mine 
was knoxvn to be a gassy one. The senm gave off inHatMinable gas, and 
ii had been detected on 27th May 1936 and on several previfius <M*ca' 
sions. Safety lamps were in use, and there was regular testing for 
gas. The need for adeij[uaie veiitilatiou, which is the chief sategiiard 
against explosions, was clearly recognised, and an eleciricallv driven 
fan was kept constantly running at the top of the upcast shaft during 
the greater part ot the year. 
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Mr. I)<>hl>fl appears to have stopped the fan at certain times of the 
ihiy fniin 26th to 28th Novemher, stopped it from 20th to 28th Novem* 
Iwr, run it for a short time on 2nd DecemWr and then stopj^d it from 
dnl I)ec*onih«'r to the time of the a<*i*ident. Tlu* and his Personal 

Assistant both knew the fan had tieeii sto|>ped, and raised no objection. 
The latter deposes that the ventilation was excellent with the fan 
stofiped. Some previous Manafrers of this same mine had also stopped 
the fan in the cold weather, and found that at this sej^son of the year 
the natural ventilathm was (piite sutficient. The evidence of tl\p over- 
men is to the same efTert. The f^lii<*f Tnspwtor of Mines has gone 
carefully into the questimi of voiitilation, and has come to the roiiclu- 
sion that air ^as being propeilv <*onistMl rfitind the mine. The evicknce 
that no gas was Inung found in the winking plants, pointy he say*, to 
the same conclusion. The (Miief Inspector lonsider.s thaHjfJje^j^ation 
was adecpiate up to the nday before the accident occurred. He has 
given his opinion, houever, tliat it was a mistake to stop the ftm. He 
points out H) that I lie records show that the draught prodt^ed by 
natural ventilation w'ns alKint 20,00t) cubic* feel per minute les.^han at 
the c'oi responding time in the previous month and about 10,0m) cubic 
feet per miriuio less than in the month of Mav of the same yVar, (2) 
that the mine* had ginun more extensive and ^'1) that the fan had been 
kc'ut nmnirig in the ]nevious I'old weathei. He admits, ho\\ever, that 
tbkj,? is nothing, apart from the explosion, to show that the stoppage 
of \ne fan led to inadequa<*y of ventilation; and it is right to point 
out that, although the mine* had extended to a small extent as com- 
pared wilh the previous year, the number of galleries driven in the 
solid wen* onlv tw'o in number, and hence the ventilation s\stem bad 
bcM'ome more simplified on the whole 

P<»rha]>s the fairest way to sum the matter up would be as follows: — 

Til the light of subsequent eveiils, it is u pity that the fan was 
stopped; for to keep it ninniiig %voulfl have been an additional precau- 
tion, which fust possibly might have averted the explosion by prevent- 
ing ‘accuinulat ion of gas; but to say that the management were 
mdunll> at fault in stopping the fan. would bo going too far. 

d2. /^rrrnvtton.s tnhm offnimf accuJentx—coaUdvst, — Rpecdal bye- 
laws presciiliing prcM*antioiis against explosion of coal-dust bad been in 
force in this mine since 24Tli January 1936. These bvc-lnw's are as 

fidloAVM : ^ 

“1. The floor, roof and sides of nirwavs, haulage and travelling 
roads of jmrts thereof, which are not naturally wet, shall be systemaii- 
cMilly cleaicd id' all IcKise coal-dust so as to ore vent, as fur ns practicable, 
dry c’oal dust accumulating, and sueb clearings of coal-dust shall bo sent • 
out ctf the mine.” • 

”2. The airways, haulage and tjaA’elling roads and working places 
or parts of the same which contain drv coal-dust shall 1>e treated with 
watci or stone dust in such manner and at such intorvals as will ensure 
immunity from the* danger of ignition bv coal-dust from any cause.” 

”3. A spc'cial examination of the underground roadways and work- 
ing fac'cs shall be made at least once a month or, if these places are 
iialurall\ wet tlirougbout, at intervals not exceeding three months, by 
a coniprtcnt underground official, and a refiort (to be recorded in a 
book kept at the mine for the purpose) made on their wndition as to 
the nature of coal-dust present and the steps tnken to mitigate any 
danger arising therefioin.” , 

The fiisf nui^sfion for consideration is whether these bye-laws were 
being observed. Mr. N. 0. Cbatterjee, Inspector of Mines, reported on 
22tid August lf>.‘10 that ‘Vater was being allowed to nin down the 
haulage dips to keep them dump. The present Manager is not in 
favour of providing sprays on roadways. ^ The Jevel roads are periodi- 
cally treated ^'ith ashes. The eastern rise section was found to be 
naturullv wet throughout”. Mr. Chatterjee was generallv satisfied that 
the hye-laws for coal-dust weiie being complied with. The Chief 
Tnsiiector ivas not satisfied, how'ever. with the watering ariangenientii 
ami directed another insp€K*tion. . This was done hv Mr. Chfitterjee on 
€th Octo)>er 1936. On receiving his report, the Chief Inimectmr was 
still not* fully satisfied, and informed the Inspector of Mines that 
adequate watering of the roadways or stone dusting shonld be insisted 
on. , 

The Ius|ieidor wrote to the Agent, who replied that^ the tueasateli 
taken at Poidih Colliery were of a temporary and. tapsirtnientti ttatoro; 
that a mill was shortly to be constracted to mppfy stono 
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<lu»t to t^oidih Collier}*; and tliat in the meantime watering of 
the haulage I'oads and regular sweeping to prevent aoeumulations of 
eoal-dust wan being oarried on as the )>eat means available for the 
present, iu meet requirements. 

As to the actual state of the mine just bt^fore the acoidMt, the 
evidence of the overmen, of Mr. Kossor and of Mr. Hindley indicates 
clearly what pret^autions against coal^luM weie Inking taken. 

Overman Abanindrn Nath Ken Oupta, foi instance, dejumes that 
since Mr. Cliatteejee’s last inspection Isith east and west main haulage 
roads had kept diist^fiec. Whitc-wuNliiiig iius been done, and 

arrangements made bu* ivguliir watering. The water pipes w^ere kept 
open continuously to keep the haulage dip itmdway wet. The Himr 
tfirouoiioul the section under this oveniian (ue,, west dip depillurinu 
sect iun^||dii(^ was not naturally wet) was kept thoroughly wet and 
free froiT^gfR; 

This evidence is corrolx)rttted by Mi. Hosser, who inspected the 
mine on ^half of the Agent a we4*k Indore the disastei. He considered 
that the gye-law s relating to eoal-dust weie being satisfactorily carrie^l 
out. MrXliohser candidly udinitH, howevei, that eoal-dust niay^ have 
played soflio pail in the exploMoti. **1 d«» not think it is likely*', he 
says, “that a puie gas exploKum could cause sindi damage** 

The Agent Mr. IJiiidlcy stated as tiilh»w*s: — 

**1 ha\e no idea how this accident could have been caused, 
conipliaiice w'ilh the bye-laws regarding <*oal'duHt. we w'eie wati 
haulage mads in the «iip woi kings, the rise workings luMiig natu 
wet. The tirst steps we took were to c<»uise water ilown the haulage 
roads in the <li|i woikiiig t<i keep the floors thoioiighly wet. t'cNilies 
were also einployeil to sweep up and take away any tine dust that we 
could iliscover. The methods of dealing wdth this matter wtMe gradu- 
ally being improved and it was my intention to adopt Htone dusting as 
soon as we could get u stone mill erin ted at the adj<uiiing colliery, i'he 
machinery hiul been eonstructed and erection work was expected to 
l>egin within a few days. Since 1 have taken o\ei, I have spiaMliul up 
tht‘ iirrangeiiieiits for stone dusting at all collieries at which hye>lawH 
have heen estalilished.'* * 



Again, Mr, Hindicy says: — 

“AVheii 1 got the letter from fhe Inspuctor of Mines, No. ii (*irele, 
that ihe did not consider the method of df*aiiiig with coal-dust adequate, 
r discussed the matter with Mr. llos.ser and replied to the Inspect4ir of 
Mines, i^ater, I talked it ov«‘r with the Manager. We ugreeil that 
dry sweeping was no use. We decided to put stone dust down ns smin 
as we could.’* 

* t)ii tljis evidence, we think it is i lear that bye-laws (I; and (d) 
were properly observed. As regards bye-law (Iji) the position was not 
quite so satisfactory. The watering of the clry parts of tin* mine was 
ffonfiiied to the roadways only, bMiving the roof and sides neither 
sprayed with water; nor treat4td with stone dust as the hyi*-law* pn^- 
serihed. 

We are sati.sfied that the Agent and the Conijniny had iiit<*iided to 
comply fully wdUi the second bye-law^ and hud made preparations for 
a supply of st4ine dust for Poidih. Unfortumitel} the supply was not 
avai labfo Up to the time of the accident. :Jf should Ik* added ihiii 
it is hy no means certain that the mine would have b(*4*ri ronipb*tely 
aafegitarded against explosions of c<iul-diiNt even if the liye-Iaws hail 
lieeii fully complied with. The t-hief JnHp«M*ti»r of Mines has stated 
in his report that precnutioiis agafiint coal-dust are of comparatively 
recent origin in Indian mines, and that, wdiile much lifts been done, 
chiefly at his instance, much remains to be done. Kottift groups of 
collienes prefer wintering, and others stone dusting. There has lieen 
doubt in some minds as to whet tier watering is to he preferred bi stone 
dusting^ and also as to wQiat stAridard of pre* Siiiion could In; considered 
adeqtuite. The (^hief Tnsp<M*t<ir in of opinion that coal-dust in old 

K lleries may ln> a danger, although, up to the present, atbMitiiiri has 
sn paid to the treatment of ctial-dust at what lifts Iw-eii (xmsidered 
the most dugerous imrts of the mine, haulage and tramming 

roods, travifing roads, airways and working places. 

Our conclusions as regard.s coal-dust precautions in this mine may 
be sutnmml up as follows: — • 

(1) Those responsible ftir the management and fsmtrol of the mine 
did make an honest effort to take adcniuate precautions against 
e^*^uat but bad not, un to iihe time of the accident, fully oompltad 
with bye-law Ko. to the satisfaction of the Ohief Ii^q^eotor. 
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(2) The attention of Agente and Manage of mines should 

oe drawn to the neceuity of keeping mechanical ventilators working 
continuously in order to safeguard against any unforeseen acH^umulatioii 
of inflammable gas. 

They should be advised to bring to the notice of the Inspector 
of Mines any prolonged stoppage of sucli ventilators. 

(3) It is advisable that a regulation should 1 h^ inlnnliK'ed to make 

it (^mpulsory that |nu*sous entering a guss^y mine should be seardhed. 
This regulation might be framed on the lines of soetion of the 

Englisji Coal Minos Act of !1911. 

(4) Regulation 25 should ho amended so as to providt* that a hound 
register should be kept at every eoUierv, showing all appointments or 
autkirisations of competent persons by the Manager. 

m^lation sliould he I'ratned reijuinng the Manager or a com- 
petent appointed by him to exaunne all the safety lamps in use 

at the mine at least once a week, and io record the result of hxuAi 
examimtions in a book to be kept at the mine for the purpose. 

(tl) iVe think that electric suft^iy lamps are less liable to misuse 
in the nands of irresponsible jiersons, and their use by all persons 
ex(‘ep1 File supervising and insjuMHing staff should he encouraged, in 
preferenc*e to the flume type of lamp. This is particularly advisable 
when extraction of pillars is being carried mi. We do not advdse, 
however, that the use of electric lamps in jduce of the flame type si* lid 
he compulsory. f 

(7) Regulation 122 stiould be amended m» as t4> specify more cliMirly 
the points at wliich the monthly lueasurements of air sliall be made. 

(8) A regulation should he issued rer^uinng <d(l workings in gassy 
mines, and particularl> plimes in ahich niflammahle gas may accumu- 
late, to he exannned once a week by competent pci son and the results 
recorded in a Ixaik kept at the iniiie for tin* purpose.. 

(9) We are impressed with the dangers arising from coal-dust in 
gassy mines and are ol opinion that existing regulations and bye-laws 
regulating coal-<lust slnmld Ih* exiiiiuiied with a view to their c*onHoU- 
dation and pt^s^ihly more stringent application. Hut in view of Ihe 
limited sc<ij)e ot the present enquiry, and the controveisial naiiire of 
the technical ouesti<iris inv<d%'etl, we do not make any sp<'cific reiwon- 
meiidatioim. We understand that the qiioHlion u iuic id Iho'^r engag- 
ing the atteiiiioii of the (\ml Mining Coinmittee 


(1(1) We invite attention of the fact that m Hoidih mine then* ucic 
gouvcH isolated by sloppitigs in suidi u way a^ (n make it imposMibtc 
to ascertain wdietlier iiiflaiiiiiiuhle gas wan aci iinitil.il iiig licliiiid them* 
stoppiogs. It is advisable tihat in a st^qqiing oi sciics ol .stoiipings 
there ^lould bo urraugeuients whereby atinosphei ic romlit ions iieliind 
the stoppings can Iw readily ascertained. 

37. In conclusion we wo'sh to acknowledge our indehti^dness in 
this enquiry to th^ careful and tlioroiigli report prepared by the (Miiel 
IiLspeclor of Minen; to record our thanks to the Director and Managing 
Agents of the Bengal Ccail Limited, and to the Agent oi 

the eolHery, f(>r the great ussislance they )ia\c given to us in this 
enquiry; and to express <*ur appreciation ol the fu (imptiieHs and 
efficiency ot the uctkin taken after the disustci anci of the courage* 
of those who, at great personal risk, desciuided the mine with tlie 
exploratory parties.

21. If on account of the death, resignation or dismissal^ of any 
college scholar a scholarship falls vacant, such a scholarship for the 
remainder of its tenure will be awarded to the next best student in 
the list of the first scholarship examination or to such other students 
as' j^e Principal may consider fit. 


22. Holders of college scholarships, any other Government scholar- 
ships or Trust Fund Scholarships administered by Government are not 
eligible for the Durga Charau Laha Scholarship.

24. Certific^ates of honour to the number of three in each subject, 
may be awarded by the Professor, subject to the sanction of the 
Principal, to students who have not obtained the medal but are deemed 
worthy of it (on the result of the^ test examination in that subject or 
any special Honours Exaaiination held for the purpose).

STATBKBltT OF 0BIE0!I8 ANR REASONS. 


The present representation of non^offioial bodies on the Soft Oobe Oess Oommitteet constitut- 
ed under seetion 4 ( /) of the Indian Soft Coke Oss Act, 1 929, oonsists of seven persons nominated 
hy the Indian Mining Federation and one person nominated by the Indian Mining Association* 
This allocation of seats was originally adopted because practically all the proprietors of collieries 
which pn>duco 8>ft coke were then members of the Indian Mining Federation. The position 
has, however, since been altered owing to the int(;rest which other bodies engaged in this 
industry have acquired in the manufacture of soft cokes and the Indian Colliery Ownem’ 
Association have for this reason been pn^ssing for some time for separate representation on the 
Committee on the basis of the output of soft coke by their memIxTS. An examination on this 
basis of the rektive importance' of the various inh'n^sU'd bodies shows that the claim of this ^ 
Association is justified and that a rc'adjustment of the representation of non-ofi^'^ial bodies on 
the Committee is necessary in the manncT proposed in the Bifl. ^ '•

T. Bhattacharjya, Deputy Coiiiiiiissioiier, was in charge of ihe geusi|Ml 
inspection and prevention work ami in addition held charge of Trie 
Matches, Sugar and Tobacco Branches. 

For the past few years the excise policy of (ioveruiueut has been 
'‘maximum revenue with minimum conHumniion". The priiicipiil 
change that has been effected in the po]ii\y of tlie department since its 
reoriranisation in 1916 has been the adoption of the Fixed I'Ve System 
of Licensing, urith correspmuiing fixation of retail prices for excisable 
articles in 1917-18 in CalciiUti, and fit>m 1917*18 to 1921-22 in the 
mufassal. With a view tci counteract the fall in revenue the auction 
system of licensing was reintroduced in 1988, but subs(u|uently it was 
found that, thougn this system resulted at fir^i in a marked improve* 
meiit, the revenue was not steady. It was decided to revert to^tho^ 
Fixed Fee System as that system was considered to place th« n^vetiuo 
on a more stable basis and to result in the better nianugemeni df excise 
shops. Popular control oyer licensing and location of shops has been 
introduced. In the selection of liccuisees the policy of Oovernment has 
been for the last few years to give preference to educated young men 
of the bJindrnlok class wdth a view to providing them with employment 
and placing the business in the tmiids of a better educated class. 
Facilities to enable them to take up ihe business were given by the 
reduction of the rate of advance fees from one and half monins to 
fifteen days. 

The folJouring measures have been adopted witJi a view to give effect 
to the rmlicy ot restricted supply and control over consumption of 
excisable articles: —

There are Licensing Boanis in all the districts except Darjeeling, 
where there is an Excise Advisory Committee. They functioned Wtis- 
factorily during the year in controlling the number and location of 
shops and also m regulating the hours ofyuile in the mufassal shops. 

Since 1981, following th«^. general economic depression, illicit dis- 
tillation of lianor as a means of Hvelihood has been largely adoiiied, 
imeoially in the C^cuiia area. With a view to tackle this proldeni 
the Detection Department was created in 1988. The activities 

of tH^Sni^ment tram extended during the year under review. The 
results achieved so far by ihe department are satisfactory. 

Bevenua fell under almost all heads ex<^pt tori and btumg. The 
total (fill WM Be. 4,20^997 e^itopared with the previous year. This is

The dist'overy nt an illicit etill 
at 52, (Gariahat Koad, rulcutta, and the suhsecpient discovery (rf the 
ramifications ot tlie illicit tiade connected ^ith it has provided one of 
the most sensatioiuil t uses yv\ brought to light in the history of the 
excise udmiiuHtration of the province. (Government agree with the 
Commissioner of Kxidse that the importance of imposing deteiTent 
sentences, particularly in the (*ase of habitual offenders, in excise and 
opium cases needs to fie firought to tlie notice of trying Magistrates. 
(Gqfi'ernnient note that the ('ustoms. Police and Railway officials 
rendercul valuable assistance in the detes'tion of excise ^mes, 

Temperatii'e work was carried on in the districts of Rajahahi, Halda 
and Darioeliug. In the two former districts though there was no 
organ istMi temperance campaign, the i*fforts of the “Bhagat" movement 
among the aboriginals in Itajsiiahi a/id the influence of the Special 
Officer among the Sonthals in Malda have resulted in some reduction 
ill tl)e drink halliit among thoH«* iieople. The educated hillmen of 
Dnrjiteling are a>bstaii]ing more and more from indulgence in liquor, 
hut among the uneducated classes no appreciable change in the habit 
was noticed. Such results as have 'bt^eu obtained in tliis district are 
due to the work of Christian Missions and the Hillmen’s Association.

SecUonfi 5 and 0 of the Indian Oatha Act, 1873, moke it oUigatoiy upon all pecoone ndio may 
be lawfully examined or may give evidence to moke an oath or oflirmation, om aeotion 118 m 
the Indian Kvidenoe Act, 1872, mokeii only such persons competent to testify who ore not 
prevented from understanding questimis put to them and from giving rational answers to those 
questions by reason of tender years, etc. The combined effect of these provisions is that, onlesa 
in the opinion of the Court the ien^r years of a child appearing os a witness prevent him from 
understanding the questions put to him and from giving rational answers, he is a oompetent 
witness and must be sworn. The English Law — section 38 of the Children and Young Persona 
Act, 1933 — provides for the contingency, not recognised by the Indian law, of a olmd being 
possessed of sufficient intelligeme to justify the roooptiun of his evidence, and understanding 
the duty of speaking the truth but not understaiuling the nature of an oath. < i.'he prineinle of 
the English law is (>onHidered more sound.
